I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1970. 
This  is  submitted  in  accordance  laith  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry, 
of  Health  which  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

1,  Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  consists  of  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Burgesses  of  the  County  Borough,  of  Grimsby,  acting  by  the  Council. 

2,  Limits  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Health  Authority  shall  extend 
to  as  much  of  the  said  Port  as  abuts  upon  the  County  Borough  of 
Grimsby,  as  extended  by  the  Grimsby  Extension  and  Improvement  Act, 

1889,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  within  such  limits, 
and  the  place,  or  places,  for  the  time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs 
Boarding  Station  or  Sts tions  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  every 
other  place  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring 
of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  Tinder  any  Regulation  for  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases  issued  under  the  Authority  of  the 
Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks, 
rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  belonging  to  that  part  of 
the  said  Port  for  which  such.  Authority  is  constituted  as  aforesaid. 

3,  General  Description  of  the  Port.

There  are  at  present  no  sheer  legs,  the  previous  set  having  been 
damaged  by  collision  from  a ship,  which  necessitated  dismantling.  It 
is  proposed  to  replace  these  by  a thirty  two  ton  Scotch  Derrick  which 
may  be  resited  in  a more  suitable  position.

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The  docks  ere  operated  by  the  British  Transport  Dock  Board  with 
a Docks  manager  in  charge  of  both  this  Port  and  the  Port  of  Imminghan. 

Ail  the  Hunber  Ports  are  now  grouped  under  one  head,  the  British 
Transport  Docks  Board,  now  being  the  Estuarial  Authority  for  the  River 
Hunber,  with  the  overall  management  at  Hull.  ' 

The  Alexandra  Dock  is  only  used  for  the  discharge  of  timber  at  a 
berth  at  the  end  of  the  wrestern  am  which  has  recently  been  built. 

The  other  quays  being  in  such  a state  of  disrepair  as  to  be  unsafe  for 
working.  This  new  berth  is  served  by  mobile  diesel  cranes. 

The  land  adjacent  to  the  Alexandra  Dock  is  used  for  timber 
storage. 

TheEoyal  Dock  is  available  for  all  classes  of  general  cargo. 
Extensive  alterations  have  been  made  on  both  the  east  and  west  sides 
of  this  dock,  and  give  excellent  facilities  for  the  handling  of  most 
types  pf  cargo.  Further  alterations' to  the  east  side  are  envisaged 
and  it  is  possible  that  more  of  the  present  warehouses  may  be  removed 
to  give  even  greater  flexibility,  both  for  any  further  increase  in 
container  traffic  and  for  road  services  to  serve  such  traffic. 

V^ry  little  cargo  is  now  handled  by  rail.  Generally  speaking 
motor  cars  brought  from  the  factories  for  export  and  some  vans  for 
cereals  or  basic  slags  are  the  only  cargoes  handled  by  rail. 

The  former  Graving  Dock  at  the  Royal  Dock  has  been  filled  in  and 
surfaced  and  now  forms  part  of  the  compound  for  container  and  trailor 
traffic. 

Regular  services  are  maintained  between  Grimsby  and  continental 
ports.  The  amount  of  frozen  foods  imported  into  Grimsby  continues  to 
grow  and  diversify.  Such  foods  come  from  the  Scandinavian  countries, 
Iceland,  Canada,  U.S.A.  and  some  mediterranean  countries. 

Grimsby  is  said  to  be  the  largest  Danish  bacon  importing  port  in 
the  country, 

FISH  DOCKS 


There  are  three  fish  docks  with  all  facilities  for  the  discharge 
of  fresh  fish  and  also  berth  for  discharging  frozen  fish  from  freeze  - 
at  - sea  trawlers. 

The  value  of  fish  landed  annually  at  Grimsby  exceeds  that  landed 
at  any  ether  wort  in  the  country. 
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The  Fish  Market  provides  a ppr oxirna t ely  one  mile  of  quays  for  i 
discharging  facilities.  Changes  in  this  however  are  envisaged.  A 
Fish  Dock  Modernisation  Committee  under  the  Chaimanship  of  His 
Worship  the  Mayor,  Councillor  h.  ilkins  and  comprising  all  sides  of 
the  Fishing  Industry,  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board  and  members  of 
the  Corporation  has  been  set  up  to  consider  means  and  prepare  plans  for 
modernisation  of  the  Fish  Docks. 

Very  considerable  changes  are  contemplated,  but  this  must  be 
considered  a long-term  view,  with  the  financing  of  such  schemes 
being  so  difficult  these  days. 

The  type  of  changes  contemplated  would  be  very  welcome  and  would 
help  to  improve  the  hygienic  handling  of  a very  valuable  food.

Since  August,  1970  this  Department  has  been  short  of  one  Port 
Health  Inspector  and  this  together  with  illness  of  the  other  staff  has 
created  many  problems,  particularly  in  regard  to  weekend  duties. 

An  additional  inspector  was  appointed  in  1969  but  left  in  the 
Summer  of  1970  after  finding  the  work  on  the  Fish  Market  uncongenial. 
This  post  has  been  advertised  and  the  one  interested  applicant  decided 
not  to  proceed  with  his  application  when  told  the  duties  would  include 
early  morning  fish  inspection. 


Since  the  introduction  of  the  Danish  bacon  container  service  and 
new  legislation  in  the  form  of  the  Imported  Food  Regulations,  i960,  and 
the  Meat  Sterilisation  Regulations,  1969  this  has  necessitated  staff 
been  on  duty  every  Sunday  throughout  the  ye<  r and  whilst  this  matter 
is  at  present  under  review  it  is  not  inducive  of  recruiting  new  staff. 
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I greet! y appreciate  the  willing  co-operation  invariably  received 
from  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  the  ministry  of  Agriculture  fisheries 
end  Food,  the  Immigration  Officer  end  the  Officials  of  the  British 
Transport  Docks  Board. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Public  Protection 
Committee  for  their  support  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the 
Port,  and  also  to  thank  the  staff  for  their  assistance  and  loyal  co- 
operation throughout  the  year  under  very  trying  conditions.

L? ter  supplied  by  the  North  Erst  Lincolnshire  Lister  Bor rd  is 
available  throughout  the  Port  ares,  and  is  supplied  to  ships  by  means 
of  stand  pipes  sited  on  the  quays. 

No  water  boats  are  in  use  within  the  Port  area . 

A seperate  supply  of  water  for  cleansing  purposes  is  provided. 
This  as  described  in  ~ revious  reports  is  taken  from  a point  in  the 
Royal  Dock  and  passes  through  a chlorination  plant  before  delivery  to 
the  Eish  Market.  A constant  watch  is  maintained  on  this,  and  regular 
weekly  samples  are  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  British  Transport 
Docks  Board  for  Lovibond  Comparator  tests.  Snap  samples  are  also 
taken  for  the  same  purposes  and  for  bacteriological  tests. 

Routine  sampling  of  drinking  water  is  carried  out,  both  from 
ships,  premises  and  stand  pipes. 

Twenty  seven  such  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterial  analysis 
and  four  for  che. deal  analysis. 

Of  these  samples  five  from  ships  were  bacteriologically  un- 
satisfactory, and  one  chemically  so. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  owners  or  agents,  in  each  case, 
and  action  was  t;  ken  to  have  the  ships  tanks  cleansed,  chlorinated 
and  flushed,  before  refilling.  Further  tests  proved  satisfactory.

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Section  VIIT  - VENEREAL  DISEASE 

During  the  year  the  Special  Treatment  Centre  at  Queen  Street  was  vacated 
and  was  temporarily  lodged  at  the  Watkin  Street  Clinic.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  a new  permanent  centre  was  established  at  the  Scartho  Road  Hospital, 

These  changes  were  notified  to  all  shipping  agents  and  trawler  owners, 
each  of  whom  was  supplied  with  a printed  notice  giving  the  new  address  and  ' 
times  of  attendance. 

Each  cargo  vessel  entering  the  port  of  Grimsby  is  boarded  by  an  inspector 
of  this  Authority,  who  enquires  into  the  occurence  of  venereal  disease  on  board. 
Any  person  suffering  from  venereal  disease  is  recommended  to  attend  the  Special 
Treatment  Centre  for  treatment  and  advice  as  to  the  method  of  obtaining  further 
treatment  at  other  ports  in  this  country  and  abroad.  A leaflet  giving  details 
of  hours  of  attendance,  the  location  of  the  Special  Treatment  Centre  and 
telephone  number  are  left  with  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  open  every  day  from  10  a.m.  to  noon  and 
from  2 p.m.  to  7 p.m.  except  Saturdays  when  the  hours  are  from  10  a.m,  to  12.30 

p.m.

All  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports  are  inspected  for  evidence 
of  rodent  infestation. 

The  Department  of  Pathology,  Grimsby  General  Hospital  undertake  the 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  rodents. 

Should  deratting  be  required,  this  is  carried  out  by  trapping, 
poisoning  or  fumigation.  H.C.N.  is  the  fumigant  in  general  use.  The 
method  adopted  must  be  judged  on  the  severity  of  the  infestation  and 
other  circumstances  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  take  into  consideration. 

Deratting  of  ships  is  undertaken  by  contractors  based  at  Hull  and 
this  work  is  carried  out  under  supervision  by  the  staff  of  this  Authority. 

No  fumigations  were  necessary  during  the  year  under  review. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  ensure  the  efficient  rat  proofing  of 
ships  where  needed,  and  particular  attention  is  paid  to  all  food  stores, 
linings  etc.

There  ere  no  shell-fish  layings  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Authority. 

Mussels  continue  to  be  a regular  import  from  Denmark,  almost  all 
of  which  are  shelled,  cooked  mussels  in  vinegar. 

Close  surveillance  is  maintained  on  these  consigments  and  all  are 
sampled  for  bacteriological  analysis.  All  consignments  were  satisfactory. 

Some  livo  mussels  were  delivered  on  the  fish  market  from  layings  in 
another  part  of  the  country.  These  proved  dubious  and  the  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  local  Authority  concerned,  which  investiaged  the  layings 
from  which  they  had  been  obtained. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  seven  tons  of  mussels  we re  imported  during 
the  year  which  is  a good  deal  less  than  the  previous  year.

Fishing  Vessels

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CREW  ACCOMMODATION 


Merchant  Vessels 

As  hr. s been  mentioned  in  previous  years  the  overwhelming 
ma  jority  of  cargo  vessels  using  this  port  ore  foreign  vessels 
of  the  Scandinavian,  Russian  end  North  European  nations.  The 
greater  part  of  this  is  new  tonnage,  built  within  the  last  few 
years  and  much  of  it  within  the  last  two  years.  In  consequence, 
the  accommodation  is  generally  of  a high  standard  and  very  well 
maintained. 

British  vessels  are  very  much  in  the  minority. 

On  the  whole  there  has  been  little  trouble  concerning  dirty 
or  defective  accommodation,  and  in  those  cases  where  such  conditions 
have  been  found,  co-operation  has  been  gladly  given  and,  in  general, 
matters  complained  of  have  been  rectified. 

Fishing  Vessels 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and  maintenance  of 
accommodation  in  fishing  vessels  in  Grimsby  continues  to  be  of  a 
high  order « 

The  individual  fishing  companies  make  gre-  t endevours  in  this 
direction,  and  in  the  case  of  the  larger  companies  in  particular, 
inspections  are  carried  out  of  the  crew  accommodation  after  each 
voyage,  when  any  matters  requiring  attention  are  put  right.  A 
factor  which  contributes  to  this  is  the  steady  reduction  in  the 
number  of  firms  by  amalgamation  or  take-over. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  new  tonnage  during  the 
year,  some  smaller  vessels  of  the  seine  net  type  have  been  added 
to  the  fleet  but  only  one  major  vessel  has  been  built. 

The  industry  may  be  said  to  be  in  a state  of  flux  at  the 
moment  and  owing  to  the  high  costs  of  construction  and  running  it 
is  problematical  whether  many  more  of  the  conventional  side- 
travelers  for  fresh  fishing  will  be  constructed  or  whether  there 
will  be  more  expansion  in  the  stern  fishing,  boxing  at  sea,  or 
freezer  type  of  vessel.

Vast  quantities  of  frozen  foodstuff,  of  all  kinds  continue  to  be 
imported  both  through  this  port,  and  also  through. other  ports  to  be 
forwarded  unexamined  for  cold  storage  here.  . . .

There  is  an  extensive  trade  in  commodities  "not  intended  for 
hujiir n consuption"  through  this  port.  This  consists  chiefly  of  lungs, 
tripes  a nd  minced  mer-ts. 

Normally  this  conies  in  lorries  and  trailors,  and  is  for  immediate 
dispatch.  This  entails  a lot  of  extra  week-end  work  for  the  inspectors, 
as  it  is  necessary  to  see  that  this  is  all  properly  packed  and  labelled, 
and  that  the  lorries  are  also  properly  marked.  After  checking  the 
lorries  and  trailors  they  are  se,  led  by  the  inspector. 

All  of  this  produce  is  for  animal  pet  foods,  but  whilst  some 
goes  direct  to  the  appropriate  factory  some  goes  forward  to  Cold  Stores 
in  various  parts  of  the  country.  Undertakings  are  obtained  in 
accordance  with,  the  regulations  and  both  the  recieving  Cold  Stores 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  concerned  are 
notified  by  this  Authority. 

Few  difficulties  are  now  encountered  as  the  procedure  is  now 
well  understood  by  the  shippers  and  agents. 

This  Authority  has  established  a system  whereby  the  agents 
are  informed  by  telex  of  imports  of  this  produce,  and  this  Authority 
is  notified  in  advance,  by  the  agents. 


Frozen  T haleneat 

An  extensive  trade  is  imported  whalenieat  for  animal  food 
exists.  Some  Japanese  vessels  coming  all  the  way  from  the  Antartic 
with  full  cargoes.  It  is  also  imported  ex  Canada  and  Norway. 

All  of  this  is  checked  to  see  that  it  is  properly  marked  as 
not  for  human  food. 


Some  15,123  tons  were  imported  during  th  year 
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Traiior  rnd  Container  Service 


The  "Container"  service  for  Danish  bacon  between  Esbjerg  and 
Grins  by  by  the  K.V.  "Surrey"  is  ncv.  well  established  here  and  two 
sailings  per  week  are  made.  In  addition  to  bacon  carried  by  this 
vessel  numerous  other  foodstuffs  are  imported  which  necessitates 
f request  campling  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector's  both  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations . 


During  the  year  three  commodities  were  found  to  contravene  the 
provisions  of  the  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations,  1962.  It  would 
appear  from  correspondance  received  from  the  Importers  that  there  is 
a difference  between  the  permitted  level,  or  even  the  presence  of 
certain  preservatives  in  some  articles  in  Denmark,  and  those  permitted 
by  legislation  in  this  Country, 


10,726  trailors  and  containers  arrived  at  the  Port  by  this 
service  during  theyea.r  under  review. 

Duo  to  the  very  large  amount  of  meat  nova  being  imported  which 
is  not  intended  for  human  consumption  and  which  is  controlled  by  the 
Meat  Sterilisation  Regulations,  1969,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
for  an  inspector  to  be  on  duty  practically  every  Sunday  throughout  the 
year.  This  commodity  is  invariably  imported  by  lorry  and  traitor, 
sometimes  as  many  as  three  to  five  sets  at  a time,  which  always 
proceed  to  their  destinations  immediately  they  are  landed  and  cleared 
by  H.li.  Customs  and  this  Department.  It  is  necessary  under  these 
Regulations  to  ensure  that  each  packet  or  carton  is  properly  labelled 
and  the  vehicles  are  locked  ••  nd  sealed.  For  some  reason 
almost  ail  of  this  meat  arrives  at  the  weekend  and  proceeds  to  all 
parts  of  tho  country  cither  for  cold  storage  or  direct  to  different 
animal  feeder  factories.  In  either  event  this  Authority  requires  to 
obtain  undertakings  from  the  Importers  and  then  notifies  the  Health 
Department  of  the  local  authority  area  to  which  it  is  proceeding. 

The  area  of  the  "roil  on  roll  off"  compound  has  been  considerably 
increased  by  the  filling  in  of  the  Graving  Dock.  The  dock  was  filled 
by  "fly  ash"  and  some  30,000  tons  were  used  to  accomplish  this  with 
no  real  nuisance  being  caused  from  dust. 
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DIST  ICT  - GENERAL  CONDITIONS 

In  the  last  annual  report  raention  was  made  of  proposed  rite  rations 
envisaged  for  the  Fish  Market.  Part  of  this  programme  hrs  now  been 
completed,  but  only  a portion  of  thrt  originrlly  planned. 

The  West  Market  hrs  now  been  clerred  of  all  fish  merchrnts 1 strnds 
rnd  prrt  of  this  hrs  hrd  th.e  upper  storey  removed  rnd  r new  roof  provided 

A specirl  committee  hrs  now  been  formed  to  study  proposris  for 
modernising  the  Fish  Market  and  the  methods  of  lrnding  fish.  This 
committee  is  to  be  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Mayor,  Councillor  W.  E. 
Wilkins,  and  comprises  representatives  of  all  sides  of  the  Fishing 
Industry  and  members  of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board.  Far- 
reaching  schemes  are  being  considered,  which  if  ultimately  take  effect, 
will  undoubtedly  alt^.r  the  appearance  of  the  Fish  Docks.  Hex-fever,  these 
obviously  are  long-term  pirns  x.hich  will  entail  r large  amount  of  capital 
cost . 

It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  these  schemes  and  plans  will  be 
successful  as  the  existing  Fish  Market  leaves  much  to  be  desired  from 
a hygienic  point  of  view. 

One  nex.  development  during  the  year  hrs  been  the  provision  of 
new  plastic  containers  for  the  storage  of  offal  on  fish  merchants' 
stands.  This  has  stopped  the  indisciminate  use  cf  metal  landing 
trunks  for  this  purpose,  which  was  a contant  source  of  nuisance. 

; hen  first  introduced  there  were  some  abuses,  but  this  saltern  is 
now  functioning  satisfactorily. 

Public  Conveniences 


Two  nex-  public  conveniences  were  erected  during  the  year.  Cno 
outdated  convenience  was  demolished  and  replaced  by  a new  building. 

All  are  maintained  to  good  standard,  but  are  liable  to  vandalism. 

The  latter  new, r convenience,  mentioned  above,  had  only  been  opened 
for  one  week  when  all  the  copper  service  pipes  were  stolen.  This 
type  of  nuisance  is  the  only  real  source  of  trouble  in  the  Port  Health 
district . 

Fis_h  Processing  Premises 

Regular  inspections  are  made  to  these  premises  and  little  change 
has  occurred  during  the  yea.Tr. 
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Commercial  Docks 

Tim  only  lip  jo r alterations  made  on  the  Commercial  Docks  during  the 
year  consisted  oi  filling  in  the  Graving  Dock  Mentioned  eerier  in  this 
report  end  sealing  off  the  old  "thirty  foot  loci:". 

Other  chrnges  are  envisaged  but  these  pro  long-term. 

Some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  the  cieensing  of  the  quays,  but 
co-operption  from  the  British  Transport  Docks  Borrd  is  always  forthconing 
on  representation  being  lip  do. 

Crnt  -ens  rnd  Cpfes 

The  number  of  cpnteens  rnd  cafes  within  th>^  port  prep  renpins  . 
constant  pnd  little  difficulty  is  experienced  in  maintaining  a sptisfpictory 
strndfrd  of  hygiene. 

Offensive  Trades 

Fish  Curing  pnd  the  manufacture  of  Fish  Oil  are  the  scheduled 
offensive  trpdes  cprried  on  within  this  Port  Hep 1th  pres.  The  Fish 
Oil  trpde  hps  practically  ceased  so  far  a a nanufa cture  is  concerned, 
only  small  amounts  being  processed  although  the  raw  material  is  still 
collected  by  means  of  p special  tanker  craft  (which  itself  can  cause 
nuisance)for  despatch  by  road  elsewhere  for  refining. 

Student  Training 

As  in  previous  years  large  numbers  of  students  from  all  parts  of 
the  country,  but  more  particularly  from  the  Northern  area  visited  this 
port  for  instruction  in  all  aspects  of  port  health  work  including  fish 
inspection  and  recognition. 

Some  sixty  two  students  attended  for  instruction  and  the  number 
has  been  fairly  constant  over  the  last  few  years.  With  the  shortage 
of  staff  this  is  sometimes  difficult  to  arrange  but  every  endeavour  is 
made  to  assist  as  much  as  possible  in  the  training  of  students. 

The  Deputy  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector  always  endeavours  on  such 
occasions  to  arrange  visits  to  food  processing  premises  within  the  pert 
area  and  also  to  fishing  vessels. 

Students  from  overseas  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Council 
have  been  attached  to  the  Department  for  periods  of  one  to  two  weeks 
for  training  purposes. 
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DISTRICT  - CLEANSING 

All  the  disused  railway  lines  adjacent  to  the  Fish  Market  have 
now  been  removed  and  the  roadway  concreted  up  to  the  side  of  the  market. 
This  has  helped  considerably  but  vehicles  parked  alongside  the  Fish 
Market  still  impede  the  adequate  cleansing  of  the  roadway. 


The  provision  of  adequate  parking  facilities  for  cars  and  lorries 
has  not  yet  taken  place  and  until  this  problem  is  resolved  the  cleansing 
of  streets  and  vacant  lots  (of  which  there  are  several)  cannot  be  settled 
satisfactorily. 

The  question  of  the  clearance  of  floating  debris  from  the  water 
in  the  Fish  Docks  has  now  been  given  to  private  contractors,  who  also 
cleanse  the  beams  supporting  the  quays.  By  means  of  a barge  fitted 
with  a somewhat  primitive  form  of  scoop  much  has  been  done  to  alleviate 
this  problem. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  due  to  repeated  representations  being 
made  by  this  Authority  to  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board,  the  Grimsby 
Exchange,  the  Fish  Merchants'  Association,  the  Grimsby  Ice  Co.  Ltd., 
and  the  Grimsby  Fish  Meal  Co.  Ltd.,  a joint  meeting  was  arranged  between 
representatives  of  these  bodies  and  the  Chief  and  Deputy  Port  Health 
Inspectors  at  which  all  the  various  problems  affecting  the  cleanliness 
of  the  Fish  Market  and  its  environs  were  discussed.  It  was  decided  at 
this  meeting  that  in  the  future  similar  meetings  would  be  held  at  three- 
monthly  intervals. 

During  the  year  some  difficulties:  were  experienced  at  the  Industrial 
Fishing  berth  both  from  spillage  and  nuisance  from  offensive  smells. 

On  two  particular  occasions  a serious  nuisance  was  caused.  Immediate 
action  was  taken  by  this  Department  and  the  Grimsby  Fish  Meal  Company 
to  aibate  these  nuisances. 

This  is  a problem  which  must  be  closely  watched  and  wrhen  it  is 
realised  that  some  11,000  tons  of  sprats,  sand  eels  and  other  varieties 
of  fish  for  indistriai  purposes  were  landed  during  the  year,  some  idea 
of  the  magnitude  of  this  task  can  be  seen.  Normally  each  vessel  will 
land  anything  from  twenty  to  fifty  tons  at  a time. 

Seine  net  vessels  which  are  notmaily  used  for  consumer  fishing 
may  at  certain  times  of  the  year  be  operated  as  industrial  fishing 
vessels,  this  industry  having  developed  considerably  over  the  last  few 
years.  This  fishing  is  broadly  divided  into  fishing  for  sprats, 
sand  eels  and  other  smaller  varieties  of  fish. 
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Vessels  employed  on  fishing  for  sprats  do  not  present  any  undue 
problems  but  this  is  not  the  case  when  used  for  fishing  for  sand  eels 
and  other  types  of  fish. 

If  these  vessels  are  at  sea  for  more  than  a few  days  or  their 
discharge  is  delayed  on  return  to  port  then  the  cargo  heats,  practically 
liquefies,  and  the  gases  of  decomposition  naturally  give  rise  to  con- 
siderable nuisance  from  obnoxious  smell.  The  oil  from  the  fish 
permeates  into  the  wooden  structure  of  the  fish  rooms  and  is  very 
difficult  to  cleanse. 

It  has  been  found  on  occasions  that  when  these  vessels  have  been 
employed  on  industrial  fishing  for  sand  eels,  etc.,  other  fish  fit  for 
human  consumption  has  been  caught.  In  order  to  prevent  contamination, 
under  these  circumstances,  it  has  b^en  suggested  that  separate  fish 
rooms,  imperviously  lined  , should  be  provided  for  this  purpose. 

If  it  were  economic,  these  vessels  should  be  restricted  to 
industrial  fishing  only  and  should  be  lined  imperviously  to  facilitate 
cleansing  of  the  fish  rooms.

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The  following  information  is  supplied  by  the  National  Dock  Labour 
Board  :- 

PORT  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

The  National  Dock  Labour  Board  Medical  Centre,  situated  inside  the 
Royal  Dock  area  and  adjacent  to  the  NDLB  offices  and  the  Dock  Police 
offices,  is  admirable  suited  for  its  purpose. 

Opened  in  February,  1969  it  is  staffed  by  two  State  Registered  Nurses 
and  provides  every  modern  device  for  the  speedy  succour  of  injured  dock- 
workers  . 

The  Centre  is  open  between  5.30  a.m.  and  5.00  p.m.  daily  from  Monday 
to  Friday 


TRAINING  OF  FIRST  AID  PERSONNEL 


The  NDLB  Ambulance  Branch  maintains  a strength  of  IB  trained  dock- 
workers  end  staff  on  its  Register.  With  its  headquarters  in  the  centre 
of  Grimsby,  it  operates  first  aid  classes  throughout  the  winter  months 
and  has  become  so  popular  that  local  industries  send  an  ever  increamng 
number  of  staff  and  workers  to  undergo  the  courses. 

Included  among  the  local  organisations  using  these  facilities  are: 
British  Transport  Dock  Board;  Ross  Group;  Chr.  Sa Iversons;  Wimpey; 
Lloyd's  garage;  Bredero  Price,  also  the  G.P.O.;  Fire  Brigade  and  the 
Telephone  Exchange  Engineers. 

First  aid  films  are  a regular  feature  of  the  class-courses,  weekend 
schools  and  refresher  courses  are  held  each  spring  usually  at  Skegness  or 
Bridlington.
